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SHAH OF IRAN ARRIVES IN RIYADH 
Iran and Saudia seek 
‘agsression-free’ Gulf 


BEIRUT. — The Shah of Iran ar- 
rived in Saudi Arabia yesterday for 
a state visit which could play 2 
enicial role in future relationships 
between the countries of the Persian 
Guy, 

Saudi Arabia and Iran, both en- 
dowed with great oil wealth, have 
the longest shorelines on the west 
and@ east of the strategic waterway, 
and could be serlous contenders for 
power there. 

But a Beirut weekly bulletin yes- 
terday said the two countries toge- 
ther with Iraq had agreed in prin- 
ciple td-formulate a joint security 
pact under which they would pledge 
themselves to “mutual non.aggres- 
sion." The weekly Arab Press Ser- 
vice quoted a high-ranking Arab 
government official in the Gulf as the 
source for the report. 

It said the idea of the pact was 
first presented by President Houari 
Boumedienne of Algeria during the 
summit of oil exporting nations in 


’ Algiera nearly two months ago. 


Tk was at that summit that the 
Algerian leader brought together 
Iraqi and Iranian tealers and the 
two countries agreed to end their 
border disputes,- signing a surprise 
accord“which effectively Put an end 
to the Kurdish rising in Iraq. 

They also agreed to keep foreign 
influence out of the Gulf, a purpose 
which would be well served by the 
reported security pact. 


Saudi Arabia's Crown Prince Fahd 
Ton Abdulaziz has announced his in- 
tention of going to Baghdad, and 
Saudi Arabia and Iraq signed an 
agreement 10 days ago on the fron- 
tier In the neutral zone which lies 
between them. 

Yesterday the Saudi Arabian oll 
Minister Shelkh Ahmed Zaki Yamani 
arrived in Baghdad as a personal 
envoy from Hing Khaled to Iraqi 
President Ahmed Hassan al Bakr. 
Yamani’s visit to Baghdad was the 
second in 48 hours. Government 
sources said Khaled was mediating 
between Syria and Iraq on the dis- 
pute between them over the waters 
of the Euphrates River. 

The strongest power in the area, 
Iran has always kept a door open 
to néighbouring countries of the 
Persian Gulf and Indian Ocean to 
cooperate for the security of this 
international waterway through 
which 86 per cent of world energy 
passes.

YARIV FAULTS INFORMATION ABROAD 


‘Israel is taking the U.S. for granted’ 


SAN FRANCISCO (JTA). — Gen, is being made in respect to dealing outlets and they're not being used 


Aharon Yeriv, Israel's former Min- 
ister of Information, said here that 
Israel is losing the information bat- 
tle in America and elsewhere to its 
Arab foes. 

Speaking bluntly, in an interview 
published in “The Jewish Bulletin,” 
the former Chief of Army Intelli- 
gence said: “I would have to say 
thet Israel is taking the U.S. for 


’ granted. And thia includes Jews and’ 


non-Jews. I don't think many Amer- - 
ican Jews understand the situation 
im Israel, They don’t know the facts 
and must have them explained in a 


greatest emphasis reaching

Ge said he would also do his 
best “to coordinate all the Jewish 
organizations in the U.S. because 
they can play a very important role 
in giving out information rather 
than just receiving it.

A change in national perspective 
and the reordering of priorities re- 
quire the following:

@ physical danger to Jews being per- 
secuted as Jews, 


2. Israel's policy should no longer 
be subordinated to absorbing new 
immigrants as a supreme and trans- 
cedental principle (“the ingathering 
of the exiles”), that can not be 
questioned under any circumstances. 
We suggest barmonizing the problem 
of Jewish immigration with other, 
no less important requirements, 
namely, to strive for greater social 
justice for all our citizens. We ad- 
vocate economic policy that aims 
at a more decent and more just 
social-economic system --- even if 
such a new policy may affect the 
scope of immigration into Israel, in 
one period or another. (Except, 
again, in those emergency cases we 
have referred to above. In such 
cases, the gates of Palestine will 
be wide open.) 


We will also encourage the end of 
the use of the terms “aliya” (as- 
cent) and “yerida” (descent). These 
terms do not reflect a respectful 
attitude towards Jews who migrate 
to or from Israel. Eretz Israel is 
the Holy Land only from a religious 
point of view. Therefore, it is not 
appropriate to use terms that 
characterized the pilgrimage of Jews 
from the Diaspora to Jerusalem 
during the great holidays and reli- 
gious festivals, for the present day 
migration. A Jew who emigrates 
from Israel for one reason or an- 
other is not a criminal] nor a traitor. 
He does not descend from anywhere. 
He migrates to a place of his 
choice,_ He remains the same Jew 
that be.was when he lived im Israel.

Summation 


The eonflict between Israel and 
her neighbours ig not a territorial 
eonflict, nor are frontiers the issue. 
It is essentially a conflict over na- 
tional identity and self-determina- 
tion between two peoples. Even if 
temporary arrangements are achiev- 
ed, they will not ensure true peace. 
True peace is conceivable only 
through the definition of the Pales- 
tinijan entity om the one hand, and 
the revision of the prevailing defini- 
tion of the State of Israel, on the 
other, 


As jong as Israei refuses to define 
itself as a sovereign nation-state, 
and as long as it is not clear that 
the government of Israel represents 
the Israeli people and not the total- 
ity of the Jewish people in the 
world, we will remain misunderstood 
by friends, let alone enemies. The 
State of Israel is not an infinite 
entity. It is a defined national entity 
within defined frontiers. It is impos- 
sible to reconcile two unique pheno- 
mena — a Zionist Jewish state on 
the one hand, and such a movement 
as the P.L.O. advocating the phoney 
slogan of a democratic secular Pales- 
tine, on the other. But it is defini- 
tely possible to arrive at a com- 
promise and understanding between 
two nation-states, with defined ter- 
ritorial and demographic identities. 

To a great degree it was Israel's 
policy that imposed the P.L.O. upon 
the Palestinians. The recognition of 
the Palestinians’ right to self-deter- 
mination will in all probability lead 
to the decline of the P.L.O. Such 
a recognition on the part of Israel 
can result in the recognition by the 
Palestinians of Israel’s right to exist 
as a sovereign nation-state. 


In summing up our proposals we 
should like-to emphasize the impe- 
rative of freeing ourselves from the 
political jmmobilism in which we 
have stagnated for much too long. 
It is imperative to launch a dynamic 
diplomatic offensive of political imi- 
tiatives with a view to achieving 
peace in the region. This cannot be 
achieved through Dr. Kissinger’s 
step-by-step approach. Even more 
important, it must be an Israeli 
initiative for many reasons, not the 
least of which is the Soviet Union's 
compelling opposition to American 
initiatives. 


The isolation which we face today 
stems not from the surrender of 
the world to the Arab oil black- 
mail (we were quite isolated in the 
international arena before October 
1973), but mainly from the fact 
that the world does not understand 
exactly what we are and what we 
are after. We never offered any 
proposals. We only rejected pro- 
posals of others. An Israeli peace 
offensive as suggested in this memo- 
randum, 85 well as other steps that 
the Government surely would add 
the moment it decides upon an in- 
dependent Israeli initiative, will cer- 
tainly bring about an end to the 
frightening erosion of our standing 
in the United States and in Europe. 
It will also help world public opinion 
to understand our position. It will 
revive friendly attitudes towards us, 
as was the case, for instance, when 
in the weeks preceding the Six Day 
War in 1967 — the whole free 
world, without exception, was on 
our side. The truth is that the oil 
weapon is a two-edged sword. And 
there is a deep reservoir of anger 
and resentment in 31} of the West- 
ern countries against the Arab oil 
potentates, a factor that today we 
are not exploiting at all. 


Our goverpment makes desperate 
efforts to gain time. But time works 
against us with an ever increasing 
speed.

ing a peace-settlement, we would 
certainly have obtained much better 
results than we can expect today. 
And of course, we would have pre- 
vented the October 1973 war from 
taking place. Tt 19 clear that if we 
persevere in our policy of procras- 
tination, we will not be able to obtain 
even the limited aims our govern- 
ment strives to achieve. And after 
the next war, even if we score a 
clear and resounding victory, our 
diplomatic situation will not improve, 
but will become more precarious. 


All this is not to say that the out- 
look for the future is necessarily 
gloomy. Just as before the Yom Kip- 
pur War we exaggerated our power, 
we are now inclined to indulge in 
extreme exaggerations in the oppo- 
site direction. Neither of the two 
contrasting moods reflects objective 
reality. We are not a “world power,” 
but neither are we entirely power- 
less. 


The truth is that our situation is 
far from desperate, if we are sober 
and alert enough to remove the hur- - 
dies we ourselves have erected. We 
are a nation of three million, living 
in a strong state, marshalling the 
most potent and sophisticated weap- 
ons in the world. And we can count 
on the help and backing of a super- 
power, on the condition that we act 
wisely and in harmony with the 
United States. 


We must also remember that apart 
from our military capabilities, we 
possess forces and extraordinary ta- 
lents which have not been tapped. 
The time has come to utilize these 
forces for purposes befitting an an- 
cient people reborn in its homeland. 
But all this is contingent upon snap- 
ping out of our lethargy, that is the 
greatest of all dangers. We should 
not, must not, postpone any longer 
the redeeming initiative. 


There is no denying that some of 


quires far-reaching concessions also 
from the other side. The truth is 
that the concessions demanded of 
both sides are trivial when compared 
with the goal: to bring the conflict 
between us and our neighbours to a 
conclusion based on reciprocity, in 
which there are no victors nor van- 
quished. Only thus is a true peace 
possible, ἃ peace that will enable our 
historic nation to fulfil the age-old 
vision of the prophets of Israel and 
to make our contribution to the whole 
of mankind, as a sovereign nation 
and a spiritual power in the Middle 
East.

To overcome the well-known 
weaknesses in the country’s public 
administration, says State Comp- 
troller Dr. I. E. Nebenzahil, those 
in charge of it, at the highest level, 
must recognize the importance to 
be attached to its quality. They must 
be ready to work persistently, ener- 
getically, and with decisiveness, to 
achieve this. It must be done with- 
out too much compromise, or too 
much sternness, which are poor 
substitutes for implementing dif- 
fieult dectsions. 

“Improving the country’s admi- 
nistration would result in direct 
savings from efficiency, but also 
from prevention of many errors 
and administrative defects. It will 
improve the attitude of the public 
toward those officials whose job 
requires them to make demands 
upon it at these times.

The State Comptroller’s Report for 1974 will be read 
with more interest than usual by the general public 
who feel that it may reveal the roots of the present 
spate of economic. scandals and irregularities in 
administration. There is no doubt, according to 
MORDECHAI ERANN, that the 1,000-page Report 
will serve as background and source material for 
economic investigators for many months to come.

Histadrut builds old-age homes and 
other soclal welfare institutions. It 
undertook to set up a IL5.5m. fund 
jointly with the Treasury, each side 
providing half the money, for giv- 
ing small loans to young couples, 
to help them buy furnishings and 
equipment for their homes. 

The Treasury duly paid in its 
share of IL2.75m., and so did Mishan

Summing up the section dealing 
with fortifications, the Comptroller 
writes: 

“The findings show that in a re- 
latively short time, and in difficult 
conditions, a large-scale network of 
fortifications and obstacles was con- 
structed. However, the competent 
authorities in the General Steff 
pointed out that despite the ur- 
gency it would have been better to 
do more planning and organization. 
uae findings of the inspection af- 
firm this. Hasty planning as a re- 
action to urgent situations is a re- 
current fault and the military autho- 
rities are urged to set procedures 
based on the conclusions drawn from 
experience, to increage as far as 
possible efficiency and economy in 
execution of fortification work in 
unusual conditions.” 

Organization and Maintenance in 
one unit 

THE GARAGE of a certain unit in- 
spected by the Comptroller in No- 
vember and October 1974 handled 
some 70 vehicles a month. The re- 
gistration and reporting of the use 
of spare parts were faulty and the 
inventory was not checked.

, Food Supplies 


THE COMPTROLLER ‘studied the 
operation of a food supply centre 
and a supply base in the north from 
May to August 1974. He points out 
that these were difficult months be- 
cause of the continuing fighting dur- 
ing much of the time. 

One of the chief complaints was in 
the field of ordering by units. Some 
units ordered, and received, more 
than double the number of rations 
they were entitled to. 

Many unita kept no lists at all 
of the number of rations required, 
despite repeated orders to do so. One 
result wag the accumulation of vast. 
surpluses in the units’ storerooms. 
Howeyer, they still did not instruct 
the supply bage to reduce supplies of 
surplus ttems. 

One unit had stockpiled six tons 
of noodles, 4.4 tons of olives, 8.8 tons 
of pickled vegetables, 3.4 tons of oil, 
2.9 tons of pulses. Another had 2 
tons of sugar, 910 kgs, of jam, 700 
kgs. of potatoes. 

‘When the supply centre organized 
a campaign to collect the surpluses, 
it netted 148 tons of foodstuffs. The 
responsible IDF elements did not 
conduct detailed investigations to find 
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bore rifles. In 1967 the Chief In- 
fantry and Paratroop Officer cxu- 
mined the idea and the following 
year it was decided to develop two 
alternative prototypes ---- oné a cun- 
verted foreign-made rifie and the 
other a new modet of an Isracli rifle 
in the final stages of development. 
Development and testing continued 
until June 1970, when a committec 
decided that the Israeli rifie be 
chosen, after a contest also involving 
two foreign-made weapons. 

But a month after the recom- 
mendation, the head of the General 
Staffs weapons production division 
reported that he had converted to the 
required calibre another Israeli-de- 


: signed rifle — known as the “Galil.” 


In a trial the Galil accumulated a 
better score than the other Israeli 
rifle, but the officers and officials 
concerned were equally divided on 
the question of which should be 
chosen for production. The Chicf of 
Staff eventually came down on the 
side of the Galil, because it scored 
trials, it is easier to 
handle and it is stronger, But he 
also criticized the nature of the argu- 
ment between the proponents of the 
various rifles declaring that there 
had not been an orderly and objective 
examination of the alternatives. In- 
stead, “there had been attempts to 
promote the two alternatives under 
trial by inadmissable methods, in- 
cluding publicity campaigns.” 

The Comptroller points out that 
the development costs of the Galil 
were 111,965,000 and of its com- 
petitor, TL644.000. 

The first production series of 400 
Galil rifles was tested in April 1973 
and after several flaws were cor- 
rected, further production was ap- 
proved in December 1973. In July 
1974, large seale trials were still be- 
ing conducted with a view to study- 
ing the Galil's day-to-day utilization. 

But, the Comptroller points out, 
throughout 1973 and 1974 when the 
Galil was already in production, 
“various elements in the Defence 
Forces raised questions about its 
Specifications and performance.” The 
IDF authorities discussed with the 
Military Industries the need to im- 
prove the rifle's carrying handle and 
to change the direction of the safety 
catch, because it worked in the op- 
posite direction to that of another 
weapon. 

The Quartermaster General, in a 
letter to the Comptroller in Decem- 
ber 1974, stated that the Galil's ad- 
vantages were mechanical strength, 
its magazine held a large number of 
rounds and it was steadier when be- 
ing fired. 

Summing up, the Comptroller finds 
that the long period between the re- 
commendation to develop a rifle and 
the completion of the process was 
due to a lack of intensive handling 
of the project which should have 
been given greater urgency. In the 
IDF’s remarks, it fs stated that the 
time between 1968, when the develop- 
ment order was given, and the final 
approval of the prototype for pro- 
duction waa “reasonable and custo- 
mary.”

The Open Uni- 
versity here, presently testing out 
its courses with volunteers in a se- 
ries of three-month sessions, would 
slow people to study at home and

Shah rejects idea of nuclear

LEADERS all around the world 
have recently had dramatic ups and - 


downs. Only the Shah of Iran seems 
to go from success to success to 
Success. 

So when I went to see him the 
other day here in Teheran there 
was a well defined question I want- 
ed to explore. What restraints 


work on the Shah? Whatis to stop Gam 


him from going overboard, parti- 
cularly in view of the nuclear 
power development he is now initi- 
ating? 

I started by going over the recent 
record, First there was a little in- 
ternal coup the Shah had brought 
of. Last month he abolished a 


System whereby Iran had a majority « 


Party and a loyal opposition. He 
established instead a single political 
Movement — the National Resur- 
rection. 

The elimination of the majority 
party destroyed what was becom- 
ing a power base for civilian min- 
isters. The suddenness of the action, 
and its sweeping nature, underlined 
the Shah's authority. 

"I had been of it for 
a long time,” the Shah said of the 
change. “But [ kept it to myself 
until I was ready to act. The secret 
of suecess in this country is keep- 
ing things to yourself.” 

I next asked about the Shah's 
decision to withdraw support from 
the Kurdish revolt against Iraq in 
return for a border agreement be- 
tween the Iraqis and Iranians. The 
Shah indicated that the border ac- 
cord revised a line which had been 
very prejudicial to Iranian interests. 
He implied that Iraq had agreed, 
in addition, not to disturb the sta- 
tus quo in the Persian Gulf where 
Tran is now the dominant power. 

As so the Kurds, the Shah said: 
“They were making no progress in 
the war. They were running, not 
as fast as the South Vietnamese, 
but nearly as fast. We Iranians 
would have had to do the fighting. 
I decided I didn’t want to have a 
war with Iraq at a time when the 


weapons is ridiculous. Only.'a few: 
silly fools believe it. The best guar 
antee that I do not want nuclear 
weapons is the programme I have 
launched in conventional weapons. 
I want to be able to take care of 
anything, by non-nuclear means. 

“As to nuclear weapons, Iran 
could never bave enough, Bow many 
@o you think it would take to 
count against the Russians? Or the 
Untied States? How much would 
they cost? Then we would have to 
buy all the equipment for launch- 


"ing missiles, IPs ridiculous.”
